13. Other: Applicant has presented two new claims in after final proceedings without canceling a corresponding number of finally 
rejected claims. Even if applicant's amendments were allowed to be entered, it is noted that the critical amendment suggested by the 
Examiner regarding "geographically unioue" has not been entered on claim 2. For this reason, claim 2. and its dependent claims 
would remain rejected and the application is not in condition for allowance. Furthermore, in response to Applicant's arguments, the 
Examiner well understands that the claims must be read in light of the specification. However, the precise methodology bv which the 
Examiner must interpret the claims is bv reading the broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification. Applicant does not 
specifically define "geographically specific". Indeed, even with applicant's numerous citations, the Examiner still fails to see any explicit 
definition for "geographically specific". The Examiner must read the claims with the broadest reasonable interpretation (MPEP 2111) 
unless applicant specifically defines otherwise, "geographically specific as a limitation is broader than "geographically unigue"" The 
Examiner notes that if the amendment is allowed to be entered. Claim 1 among others would be considered allowable over the prior art. 
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
